The Trial ol Davis,

From (he Tribune

Jufferson Davie s a Btate prisoner—-the only
man left in confinement (uniess ex-Senator Gwin
be apother) beeause of his share In the lute Re-
belllon, We have alwava understood that it
wne the earneat desire of thotse who had o right
to speak in hie bobnlf that ne shounld be duly
arraigned and tried at the earlicst moment con-
gistent with judicial falrness and egmity; and
we have favored such trial, not becsuse they
desired it, but because iL seemed essentially just
and right, yet all the more zealously becanse
his frlentls wished i, We have desired and
hoped, moreover, that the Chief Justice of {he
United Btates should preside at his trial; and
we have understood that, also, to be wished
by the friends ot the scoused. We do not know

that tbis s 1o be; but wo inter tha' it 18, trom
the fact that Mr. Cbase's objection to presi-
ding, or even to holding ecourt in Virginia,
was based oo the continued maintenance
of martial Inw in Virginia; and that, we under-
stand, has now been removed, And ms Davis
bas been regularly indieted in Virginia, we trost
that hie trinl is soon to take place, and that it
will be 80 conducted as to reflect honor on
American jurlspragence sud be productive of
lasting benofit to the country. To these cndas,
it seems to us imperative that the press shouold
treat the matter considerately, temipecately, and
with a careful avoidance of partisan bitterness
or personal acrimony, For it is not merely
Jeiferson Davis who 14 to be tried on this ooos-
sion, but the Amerlean torm of government and
the American people, The very eravest ques-
tions of constitutionnl law are likely to be
raised, dscussed, and adjudicated. Let us all
take care that all shall be 8o done that no loyal
American abroad shall be impelied to blush for
his country,

We see with regret that certain journals,
which will be widely recarded as spesking in
the interest of the prisoner, ure serving their
own ends in eutire recklessness of consequences,
and (it seems to us) in o manner prejudielal to
the interests of the accused. Take, for example,
this ntterance of the Daily News:—

“Mu, DAVIS AND TOR JUDIOIARY COMMITTRE, —
It is an carnest ot the mahgnaney that characterizos
the conduet of the charges agalust Mr, Davis on the
part of the Judiclary Commlitiee, that that body, to
which were deleented the resolutions looking to the
trial of the ex-Fresident of the Confederate States
for treasomn,’ has been seoking o make owt @ case
acninst him wa boing an acoomplics in the kiling of
Mr Lingoln, mstead of atiending to the resolutions
that were relerred to it, The reakon of this is plain,
Toe same blood-thirsty srlm that brought the hoads
of the best and noblest ol France level with the dust,
durnmng the mob rule of the revolutionary Direccory,
15 now secking to cestroy Mr, Davis, st ‘all hazards,
it posmble, by attempting to fmpute to him a crime
thut ho Ik far lesa able to connive at than thoss who

rotend to juogge him, The indwtmont aeainst Mr,

nvis for ‘treason’ 1s the work o1 Underwood. Thad,
Stevens would bring him to the blook, if possible,
through the assnssination charge; but as this mise-
n{-le relense has not even the shadow ot & decent
nrobnEiHn to support it, his enemies are compelied
1o tako what comfort tney can ont of the aconsation
of ‘treason.’ However his trial mav ond, the infamy
. of the Judiciary Commit ee will remain a part of the
lustory of the times,"”

~The News 1s thoroughly aware that the
charge of complicity in the assassination of Mr.
Lincoln originated neither with Mr, Stevens nor
with the Judicisry Committee, but was made by
ibe President of ihe United States, in s public,
official dooument, which stands to this hour
unrevoked and unretracted. We sincerely trust
and belleve thai it s founded in misapprehen-
sion, But If 1t be true it surely ought to be
thoronghly investigated and mude the basls of
iudlcin‘l proceedings; while, if known 1o be base.

eas, it should be promptly recalled and with-
drawn. While it stande waretracted, the Jadi-
clary Committee are incontestably right in seok-
ing to probe it; and we are confident that those
nearest to Mr, Davis will thank them for so
doing. If he is to be tried for treason next
month, and is guiltless of any complicity in or
knowledge of Booih's atrocity, he ouﬁht to be
publicly absolved and vindicated of the charge
which now stands against him, and which may
insenxibly prejudice him in the minds ol jurors.
And we Juem it highly probable that hiz able
and thoroughly wide-awake counsel will insist,
betore he is put on trial for treason, that this
charge ol assassination shall either be brought
to issue or unequivocally retracted., At all
events, we in<st :llmt it be thoroughly under-
stood that “tho revolutiouary Directory” ia in no
mauner responsible for it.

The News' aitack on Jodre Underwood ia
allke absurd and malevolent, Judge Underwood
hns eaused the indictment of Davis for weuson,
It is within our knowledge that zealous, able,
disinterested friends ot the acoused have com-
plained (we thought, with resson) that (he off-
clul head of the lnte Rebellion was keptso long in
prison without being indicted and tried. “*Heis
elther guilty or not guilty,” they foreibly said:
“I1 guilty, why not ndiet and try him? lt’ not
gailty, why not release him 7 We thought they
were 80 fur mehit, and have sought to have the
obgtacles to s trial removed, And now we find
o United Btates District Judge of the Uniied
Stutes held up to reprobution for dowmg his
simple auty in the dilection which the near
friends ol the prisoner have hitherto indicated
a5 conformable to their wishes,

The correspondent of the News telegeaphs
trom Washington that:—

“The meont indiotmont of Mr, Davis al Norio'k
was brought about by Judve Underwood on his $wo
responmbilivy, and that it bas not reeelved Lo shno-
tion o the Government or any oficer or branch
thersot, * ® * | js woll known Lo the Govern-
ment and to all s law oficors, thut Jofforson Davis’
orme, whatever 1t may be, docs not amonnt te freas
son, and that, trned fu any eivil court, & convietion
for treason cannot be seoured, To place Jeffurson
Davis ou trial for treason w to have it proclaimod
that he did notwomimit troason; nod it o know-
ledpe of this fuct tust has lotherto provenied bis
trint. IF Le b5 put on trisl undor this indiormeont, 1t
will mimply bo in order that be may bo wonerably
acquitted. Underwood, and such men as Nye, who
thuret 10r the vicod or Jefferson Davis, do not see
this; but Thaddous Stevens seos it and hones his
anxiety to get Mr. Davis tried s an secomplios of
the assnsains.”

—If Mr, Davis Is or was “the accomplice of
assassius,” he ought certainly to be tried as
such; but wedo not Lelieve he waus: hence, we
inmist that he ought wo b cleared of the binsting
imputation beiore he i put on trial tor trenson,
Admitting, then, the sssumption of the News,
we submit that Mr. Davis' Iviends shouid be

reatly obliged to Mr, Steveus, 10 the House
gudm‘.nry Committee, and 1o whosodver elie i
trying to push \he iuvedtigation of the assnssing-
tion charge, and w Judge Underwood tor pro-
curing the indictment. Those who most Tove
and honor theHead Centre of the late Conlederac
arc thoroughly tired of his tncarcerstion, an
anxious that he should either be tried or libe-
rated. They have pever shrunk from any

We have lavored the proposibhon to comsolis
date the principal and reduce the luterest on
the public debt, as we doubt not the popular
sentiment will favor it as the subject 15 dis-
quused, becanse we belleve this great Goyern-
ment entitled, from its high oredit and vast
revenues, to place ite loans st & cheaper rate of

foterost lnfold than six cent. Butit s not
a matter of bellef or feeling, but of legislative
or tinsneial policy that we have now to con.

slder, The measure of gonsolidalion and unl-
formity of Interest at five per cent, In gold is
now bejore Congress. It 4s for the public to
encourage a early onactment, and on terma
which will be sure {0 render it, when made the
law lor the administration of the Tredsory, a

t-un:{plu-le suceest in ita practical operation of
gradually absorbing two thousand millions of
various funded and fusdable obligations, as they

can be brought within the control of the Baore-
tary of the Treasury.

To ilns total of two thousand milllons, we
believe the surplus revenues of the Governmont
are now In e fair way of redacing our entire
interest bearing publio dobt by the glose of an-
other Becal year.

The Ewropean continental news by the steam-
ship City of Paris weurs s warlike complexion.
There are no appearances of a definite under-
stunding between Prussia and Austria, but the
active and menacing preparations for war
between Ausivin und Italy will justify the infer-
ences that Napoleon in his dexterous gnme with
Bigmark to detuch Prussis from the common
cause of all the German Biates has failled: that
instead of o war between Prussin and Austria,
the latter power, if nécessary, will be backed by
the whoe German Conlederacy in the main-

tenunce of her foothold in Yenetis, aod that the |

imbroglio coneeruing the Danish duchies will be
quietly adjusted.

War between Austria and Iialy appeared 1o ba
regarded in Paris and in London as inevitable
and Jmuminent.  The panie which prevalled in
those gront inpgoneial aud political centres arose
from this apprehension,  On the Parls Bourse
on the 30th April rentes closea at 6515, & tall
of one and & quarter per cent,, and Itahan and
Austriun honds were greatly depressed. Two
duys belore ‘‘the Bourse was ina perfectly
awiul state. Noteven in the worst days of the
Crimes was thore so bud a feeling.” On the 1st
of May the contagion had extended to London,
for there, on that day, "'a state ot panic greater
than any experienced ot any time during the
past nine years prevalled in all the markets.”

This signifies that when
Austris and Ituly come into collision Frauce has
only to interpose in order to secure o speady
peace.

lungusge of other prominent men of the same
party speaking on the same subject. Bul the
rrment political condition ol Europe revesls the
ormidable usceudem'(v on that continent, also,
of the same spirit of violence which just now
domineers over the West. Three yeurs ago the
Emperor Napoleon 111 expregsed his lenrs of the
progress of that spirit to the greater European
cabinets, and urged it npon them to convene &
encral  European Congress, in which the
duropean guestions then pending might be
setiled by mplomarly. England deteated this
nppeal of the French zovereign by ber relusal
fo take part in such a Copgress; her statesmen,
seoustomed to a policy of temporizin and evasion,
having convinced themselves that it was better
1o run the risk of & genernl Buropsan conflagra-
tion than to have France aequire an absolute
and visible predominance in the eouncils of
Kurope by cnr?"mg through to a satisiactory
:cttlumcui ull the vexed questions of the hour.

All that Nepoleon 111 three years ago toresaw
nrd feared has already come or is fast coming to
puss,  Central Europe, trom the Baltic to the
Adriatic, has been suflering for months past
mos! of the worst Gnancial and moral mischiefs
which actual war could impose; and the Lon-
ooh-
poohed (he Tmperinl propositions for a uon]:;reas
of nuiious, are now uttering doleful eries vver
the progtration of commerce, and querulous
complamig of the brutality which insists upon
fighting oyer queetions whieh diplomacy ounght
to resolve,

Meanwhile, every day which pusses weakons
the hold of renson and law upon the public con-
scienee ot Europe, and strengthens the passions
which lead directly to the worship of lorce ns
the arbiter ol nations,  Gerat armies are march-
ing aud countermarching; the uncertainty of all
things, pelitical sod financial, unsettles” men’s
renson, und excites their emotional nature; the
pride of blood and the traditions of pational
glory are evoked, In Prussia an energetic and
unserupulous premier sees his golden opportus
nity dawnivg: in Ausiria & high-spirited and
vehement young monarch, chating under the
memorics of the last war with Franece, grows
daily more impatient of the provocations ad
dressed Lo himsell’ and hmJJuuple by his Prus-
sian rival oo the one hand, and hiz [talian
enemy on the other; in Italy the passionsof a
whole race are aroused to complere 1ts tiinmph
over & hereditary foe, and to erown ils newly
constituted umity hy the redemption of every
acie of Twlisn soll to the protection of the
[tallun banner. To keep the poace of the world
iu the madst of such justizations aod such
chances of sirife Is probably o thek bevond the
reach of diplomsey; dnd oll signg consplre 10
ind.cate that Burope is entering upen another
“Battle Summer,” not less terrible than the
memorable geason which earned that dread
name on flelds drenched with blood from the
Rhine to the Vistuls, and from Naples to the
Northern Sea.

If this retirn of Thor the Hammerer to the
control ol human affairs were accompanied by,
or were the melancholy but necessary condition
of, any great development of new principles in
palitics, it would be less shocking and slarming
than it 1e, But this i« very fur from béing the
cuke; so far from beipg the case that both in the
Old World and i the New there is Just vow a
visibly growing disposition to ahdicate mueh of
the ground eained for political [reedom in the
past. The “Lhirty years' peace,” whick in our
time hus come to un end, really threatens, it
would seem, to be followed by an age of poiiti-
cnl lassitude, in which the =oundest principles
